But how are we 
going to put all this vast amount of 
natural wealth in a condition to serve 
the pnrj)o.se for which it was intend- 
etl, it should lie asked?

Instead of shipping our raw timlier, 
jjj. it could la* workwl up into furniture, 
hubs, spokes, boards and various 
pj. other ways, and put on the market 
either North or South. Wjjy let all 
this wealth flo.at by unlieeiled. to 
Evansville and the South, when it 
can be workeil up here at a less co.st? 
Our mill depends on another market 
^ for their barrels, on' the account of a 
lack of production here, and we are 
constantly shijiping in various arti- 
cles and large (piantities of farm jiro- 
ducts that should be prmluced at 
home. I/Miisville deja-nds on Pitts- 
burg for her coal, while Ohio county 
has enough to last her for centuries, 
without the slightest danger of a 
"freeze-up” .'uid causing a coal fiiii- 
ine in mid-winter. We do not furnish 
it, because it is not developed, the 
greater part of it being remote from 
any railroad. We complain of the 
idlenessof a class ofour citizens, while 
j there is, at the same time, but little 
^ constant einiiloyment offered them. 

^ How many’ men in Hartford w’ork a 
large force of hands, and on the other 
hand, how much capital do we find 
* comparatively idle? One Tlouring 
Mill, one Tob.acco I'actory, one Saw 
Mill and one Woolen Mill, each w’ork- 
ing a small force of hands, while there 
^ are many who can or do only’ lay 
’ around, w.aiting for a ten minutes job. 
This cliuss, .and the idle capital, are 
like our uniitilizcil water power, that 
is constantly (lowing by us every’ year 
and Ave are almost totally’ uncon- 
scious of the amount of wealth lost 
from the lack of improvenieiits. 

Our streets and sidewalks are .sim- 
ply in a dc|)loral)le condition, while 
we are p.iying large sums of money 
every y’ear expressly for that purpose. 
But you .s.ay y’oii cannot collect the 
taxes, neither can you get any’ work 
done on the streets, all of which is 
strange, and merely goes to prove 
that there is a womlerfiil back of imh- 
lic spirit, energy’ and enterprise. It 
is simply absurd. Other towns keep 
their streets in splendid condition 
and they have the same difficulties to 
contend w-ith that Hartford has, except 
their officers are men of public enter- 
prise and realize the value receive<l 
for the town's money’. When we 
help others we are helping ourselves 
and when we improve our town we 
enhance the value of all the pro|a-rty’ 
in the town, not only that, it sja-aks 
well for the whole county’. Morgan- 
field has doubled her ]K)piilntion since 
1888. Would anyone say’ th.at Union 
county’ is not jmnid of her county 
seat? The whole county' feels the 
benefit of this rapid growth. But 
you w ill not find many idle men alaiut 
the place. It is not a comfortahlc place 
for them.

w’ell of our county’, our town and our 
public institutions belonging thereto, 
and public, as well as private success, 
w’ill crown our efforts. 1
